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In  this  year  of  the  stern  demands  which  this  war 
is  making  on  all  of  us,  the  graduates  of  Queen's  will 
go  out  into  many  fields  of  national  service  Some  will 
make  their  contribution  in  the  armed  forces  Others 
will  find  their  place  in  the  industries  on  which  the 
armed  forces  depend.  Still  others  will  take  their  place 
in  the  professional  and  business  life  which  must  go  on 
if  our  civilization  is  to  endure  The  paths  will  lead 
in  many  directions,  and,  it  may  be,  to  many  countries 
One  thing  will  tie  hearts  together  in  bonas  which 
distance  and  the  exigencies  of  fate  cannot  break,  and 
one  thing  alone  Loyalty  to  Queen's,  and  warm 
memories  of  the  days  spent  in  and  around  the  lime¬ 
stone  halls,  will  endure  with  the  years,  and  grow 
stronger  across  the  visto  of  time. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Tricolor  will  prove 
to  be  a  constant  companion  It  will  bring  bock  vividly 
the  loyalties,  the  friendships,  the  joy  of  living  in  these 
short  college  years  It  will,  I  trust,  bring  back  as  well 
the  memory  of  the  way  in  which  an  understanding  of 
the  deeper  values  of  life  grew  into  a  plan  to  make  of 
living  something  very  much  worth  while. 

May  courage,  and  strength,  and  faith,  be  yours 
for  the  part  that  you  are  each  to  play!

Principal. 
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The  Church  was  for  a  thousand  years  the  main 
patron  of  education.  It  founded  Salerno  and  Paris, 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,  Harvard  and  Yale.  It 
brought  into  existence  all  the  Universities  in  Ontario. 
Queen's  was  founded  by  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scot¬ 
land,  but  never  had  any  religious  tests  for  students 
except  in  Theology.  Denominational  control  was 
gradually  lessened  by  successive  Acts  of  Parliament 
and  was  completely  removed  in  1912  when  a 
Dominion  Act  extensively  changed  the  original 
Charter. 

1832  Resolution  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
favor  of  founding  a  college. 

1840  Incorporation  of  a  college  by  the  provincal 

legislature. 

1841  ROYAL  CHARTER  granted  by  Queen  Victoria 
on  October  16  establishing  "Queen's  College 
at  Kingston." 

1842  FIRST  SESSION  opened  March  7  with  two 
professors  and  ten  students  in  ARTS  and  in 
THEOLOGY.  This  was  the  beginning  or 
University  teaching  in  Ontario.  For  eleven 
years  the  college  occupied  rented  buildings. 
The  first  was  a  frame  house  on  Colborne 
Street.  It  still  stands  but  is  now  brick- 
veneered. 

1853  FIRST  BUILDING  owned  by  the  Coliege  was 
"Summerhill",  now  used  as  residences  for 
the  Principal  and  two  professors.  Bought 
1853;  used  for  classes  1854-1870. 

1854  MEDICINE  was  taught  in  an  experimental 
session  with  twenty-three  students.  A  faculty 
was  formally  established  in  1855.  From  1865 
to  1892  it  was  an  independent  institution 
called  The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons;  it  was  in  down-town  quarters  from 
1870  to  1880.  It  again  became  a  Faculty  in 
1892.  Women  were  admitted  1880-1882  but 
from  1883  to  1893  received  separate  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  Women's  Medical  College.  Then 
medical  education  for  women  was  discon¬ 
tinued  because  available  elsewhere. 

1858  Alma  Mater  Society  organized;  incorporated 
by  letters  patent  1898. 

1861  Faculty  of  Law  organized;  suspended  1864; 
revived  1880;  no  lectures  given  after  1894 
though  for  a  number  of  years  graduates  in 
certain  courses  in  Arts  could  obtain  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  by  passing  examinations  in 
specified  law  subjects. 

1870  WOMEN  admitted  for  separate  instruction 
in  a  few  Arts  subjects;  admitted  to  some 
regular  Arts  classes  in  1876  and  to  all  in 
1878.  Admitted  to  Medcine  (see  above) 
1880-1893. 

1873  Queens'  College  Journal  began  publication; 
in  1893  name  changed  to  Queen's  University 
journal;  in  1911  to  Queen's  Journal. 


1878  Tentative  beginnings  of  EXTRAMURAL 
WORK:  under  special  circumstances  candi¬ 
dates  admitted  to  examinations  without  ciass 
attendance.  In  1888  a  regular  EXTRA¬ 
MURAL  system  was  established. 

1885  Summer  sessions  in  Medicine  began;  they 
later  became  part  of  an  extended  winter 
session.  In  1887  provision  was  made  for 
summer  classes  in  other  subjects.  A  SUMMER 
SCHOOL  in  Science  was  established  in  1894 
and  in  1898  other  classes  were  added.  The 
School  was  discontinued  a  few  years  later 
but  was  reorganized  in  1910  and  has  been  in 
continuous  operation  since. 

1893  THE  SCHOOL  OF  MINING  AND  AGRICUL¬ 
TURE  was  founded  as  an  independent  insti¬ 
tution,  supported  by  subscriptions,  fees,  and 
the  Ontario  Government.  In  1916  it  became 
part  of  the  University  as  the  FACULTY  OF 
APPLIED  SCIENCE. 

1895  School  of  Veterinary  Science  founded;  dis¬ 
continued  1899. 

1907  Faculty  of  Education  established  by  the 
Ontario  Government.  It  was  discontinued 
in  1920  when  the  Ontario  College  of  Educa¬ 
tion  replaced  faculties  at  Queen's  and  Toronto. 

1894  Announcement  of  SCHOOL  OF  NAVIGATION 
1894-95.  Courses  have  been  given  annually 
since  1914. 

1912  Complete  separation  from  the  Church  under 
an  Act  of  the  Dominion  Parliament.  The 
name  was  changed  to  "Queen's  University  at 
Kingston".  The  Faculty  of  Theology  became 
an  independent  but  affiliated  institution  called 
QUEEN'S  THEOLOGICAL  COLLEGE 

1914  Courses  in  BANKING  established  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Canadian  bankers' 
Association. 

1919  Courses  in  Commerce  and  Administration 
organized,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.Com.; 
in  1937  name  changed  to  SCHOOL  OF 
COMMERCE. 

1920  Courses  in  CHARTERED  ACCOUNTANCY 
established  in  co-operation  with  the  Ontario 
Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants. 

1937  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS  section  organized 
in  the  School  of  Commerce — mainly  for 
resea rch 

1941  CENTENARY  Normal  registration  reduced 
by  war.  In  1938-39,  the  last  pre-war  year, 
it  was  as  follows:  Arts  917,  Medicine  282, 
Science  644,  Summer  School  501,  Extramural 
1,275,  Banking  611,  Accounting  463,  other 
non-degree  courses  24.  Total  4,717.  The 
buildings  number  33,  and  with  land  and  equip¬ 
ment  are  worth  $5,000,000;  the  endowment 
is  over  $4,000,000;  the  annual  income  is 
$871,000.

Lieut. -Col.  William  Perry  Wilqar,  D.S.O.,  born  Cobourq,  Ontario,  1877; 
educated  in  the  schools  of  Cobourg,  entered  Queen's  in  1899,  and  graduated 
in  1903  with  B.Sc.  in  mining  engineering;  railway  engineer  on  location,  division 
engineer,  and  assistant  district  engineer,  1903-14;  professor  of  civil  engineering 
at  Oueen's  since  1914,  and  head  of  the  department  since  1939;  served  in 
World  War  with  Canadian  Enqineers  as  captain,  1915,  ma|or,  1915,  and 
lieutenant-colonel,  1917;  commanded  10th  Field  Company,  and  10th  Battalion, 
C.E.F.,  from  organization  until  1919;  A. DC.  to  H is  Excellency  the  Earl  of 
Bessborough,  Governor-General  of  Canada,  from  1934  to  1935;  officer  com¬ 
manding  the  Queen's  University  Contingent,  Canadian  Officers'  Training 
Corps,  1932-34,  member  of  the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada,  Association 
of  Professional  Engineers  of  Ontario,  and  the  Canadian  Military  Institute; 
president  of  the  Canadian  Rugby  Union,  1931,  and  honorary  president,  1932, 
president  of  the  Canadian  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Union,  1933;  director  of 
the  General  Alumni  Association  since  1936,  member  of  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Control  since  1923,  member  of  the  Union  House  Council,  and  a  member 
of  the  University  Senate;  consulting  engineer,  Department  of  Highways  of 
Ontario. 

He  died  at  Ottawa  on  August  3,  1940,  and  was  there  buried  with  every 
mark  of  respect  and  affection.  To  his  wife  and  his  namesake  son  who  is 
on  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Department  of  English  at  the  University  of  Texas, 
and  to  his  relatives,  the  Tricolor  extends  most  heartfelt  sympathy.

The  month  of  October,  1940,  opened  a  memor¬ 
able  page  in  the  history  of  Queens  University 
Contingent  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps 
With  the  Dominion  engaged  in  the  greatest  struggle 
in  world  history,  the  desire  of  the  male  student  bcx  . 
at  the  university  to  take  military  training  lead  ng 
to  commissions  on  active  service  was  verv  greaf 
Membership  in  the  contingent  was  restricted  to 
those  in  physical  category  "A"  who  were  sufficient! 
advanced  in  their  academic  courses  to  profit  from 
this  training  Even  so,  the  strength  was  increased 
by  one-third,  with  over  850,  all  ranks,  enrolled 

For  instructional  purposes  the  unit  was  divided 
into  five  arms,  Artillery,  Engineers,  Infantrs,  Medi¬ 
cals  and  Signals  Under  the  experienced  direction 
of-  the  Officer  Commanding  Lt  -Col  R  0  Earl, 
and  Lt -Col  D  M  Jemmett,  Chief  Instructional 
Officer,  the  members  of  the  contingent  underwent 
a  vigorous  course  of  training  in  preparation  for 
the  examinations  leading  to  commissions  in  the 
Active  Army. 

Almost  equally  important  from  a  military  view 
point  was  the  formation  of  the  Auxiliary  Battalion 
numbering  over  400  men  Desiring  to  co-operote 
with  the  Department  of  National  Defence  to  th 
fullest  extent,  the  university  authorities  determine'' 
to  institute  compulsory  military  training  for  every 
male  student  at  the  university  18  years  of  age  or 
older,  who  was  physically  fit  for  such  instruction 
Experienced  officers  from  the  C.O.TC  took  charge 
of  the  course,  which  closely  followed  the  syllabus 
of  training  laid  down  for  men  called  up  under  the 
National  War  Services  Act  The  men  demonstrate: 
a  marked  degree  of  proficiency  at  the  annual  mspec 
t  on  held  in  March,  and  received  words  of  com¬ 
mendation  from  the  District  Officer  Commanding, 
Brigadier  L  Armstrong,  O  B  E  ,  on  their  efficiency 
end  evident  earnestness  of  purpose 

Increased  facilities  for  military  training  were 
acquired  by  the  contingent  during  the  year  The 


Orderly  Room  was  substantially  enlarged  in  order 
to  cope  with  the  additional  pressure  of  adminis¬ 
trative  work,  while  a  Gunshed  was  erected  on  the 
university  campus  to  house  the  newly-acquired 
18-pound  gun  and  limber  This  building  also 
accommodates  o  miniature  range  table  of  a  new 
type,  which  was  conceived  by  Maior  )  G  Campbell, 
Officer  Commanding  the  Artillery  Arm,  and  con¬ 
structed  by  Cadet  John  Stanley,  Professor  of  Biology 
The  range  table  proved  to  be  on  important  addition 
to  the  training  equipment  and  aroused  considerable 
interest  among  artillery  officers  throughout  the 
Military  District 

The  members  of  the  C  0  T  C  and  the  Auxiliary 
Battalion  have,  during  the  post  year,  demonstrated 
that  earnest  desire  to  serve  which  characterized 
the  efforts  of  Queen's  men  in  1914-18  From  the 
outbreak  of  the  Second  Great  War  to  March  1st, 
1941,  over  500  Queen's  men  have  volunteered  for 
active  service  in  every  branch  of  the  armed  forces 
A  vast  maiority  of  these  men  were  trained  in  this 
contingent,  and  the  unit  takes  justifiable  pride  of 
the  manner  in  which  ex-members  have  heeded  the 
call  of  duty  That  such  contributions  will  not  cease 
is  amply  illustrated  by  the  fact  that,  since  the 
outbreak  of  war,  one-fifth  of  the  total  number  of 
certificates  of  Military  Qualification  granted  to 
members  of  the  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps 
throughout  Conada  have  been  awarded  to  members 
of  the  Queen's  University  Contingent  There  can 
be  no  question  that  these  officers  will  know  their 
duty 

Queen's  University  is  proud  of  the  record  of 
service  of  her  sons  who  served  with  His  Majesty's 
Forces  from  1914  to  1918  That  such  traditions 
live  today  and  are  gallantly  upheld  is  shown  by  the 
coolness  and  daring  of  Lieut  J  M  S  Patton,  GC, 
who  was  the  first  Canadian  officer  to  be  awarded 
the  coveted  George  Cross  This  record  is  both  an 
inspiration  and  an  indication  of  what  our  other 
boys  will  do;

The  Queen's  War  Aid  Commission  has  entered 
into  the  second  year  of  its  existence  with  renewed 
strength  As  sub-committee  of  the  Alma  Mater 
Society,  it  is  carrying  on  enthusiastically  the  policy 
formulated  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  to  further 
Canada's  war  effort  from  the  campus 

This  is  being  achieved  by  building  up  a  fund 
from  which  donations,  such  as  those  to  the  Red 
Cross  Room  and  the  Canadian  Legion  are  given  The 
successful  Student-Soldier  Party  was  another  of  their 
projects  At  present  the  aim  of  the  Commission  is  to 


collect  a  sum  large  enough  to  purchase  a  field 
cmbulance 

Proceeds  from  a  tag  day,  from  the  sale  of  War 
Aid  Stamps  and  campus  entertainment  activities  and 
donations  from  year  and  faculty  organizations  have 
all  added  to  this  fund 

The  speed  with  which  this  fund  was  collected  is 
evidence  of  the  realization  on  the  part  of  Queen's 
students  that  we  are  at  war  and  that  our  efforts 
should  be  directed  towards  a  vigorous  patriotism.

The  Levana  war  effort  has  been  directed  iargely 
to  Red  Cross  activity,  and  the  Queen's  branch  of  the 
Red  Cross  Society  opened  its  workroom  in  the  Old 
Arts  Building  early  in  October,  1940.  The  executive 
is  as  follows  President,  Margaret  Smith,  Vice- 
President,  Alice  Bertram;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Phyllis 
Rogers;  Conveners,  Margaret  Smith,  Ann  Matwichuk, 
Joan  Etherington,  Jessie  Markes,  Sylva  Rawley,  Jean 
Box,  Ann  Plant,  Phillis  Archibald,  Alice  Scott,  Barbara 
McWilliam;  Supply  Convener,  Jean  Carmichael,  Work 
for  the  first  term  was  voluntary  and  a  considerable 
number  of  knitted  articles,  quilts  for  refugee  children 
and  personal  property  bags  were  turned  in  to  the 
Kingston  Red  Cross. 


At  the  Levana  meeting  of  January  15th,  1941,  it 
was  voted  that  there  be,  for  every  member  of  Levana, 
one  hour  a  week  compulsory  work  in  the  Red  Cross 
room.  The  result  of  this  move  has  been  a  great  in¬ 
crease  in  both  the  numbers  and  variety  of  articles 
completed. 

The  funds  for  the  activities  have  been  contributed 
by  various  organizations  on  the  campus  -notably  the 
War  Aid  Commission  and  the  Levana  Council,  as 
well  as  by  individual  donations. 

On  behalf  of  the  Queen's  Red  Cross,  the  executive 
wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  co-operated  in  the 
work,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  especially  Dr.  A  V 
Douglas  who  has  shown  a  most  active  and  helpful 
interest  at  all  times.

HON.  NORMAN  McLECD  ROGERS 

Born  in  1894  at  Amherst,  N.S.,  Norman  McLeod 
Rogers  was  educated  at  Acadia  University  and 
Oxford.  He  served  as  professor  of  history  at  Acadia, 
and  in  1927  he  became  private  secretary  to  Prime 
Minister  Mackenzie  King. 

Two  years  later  he  took  the  chair  of  political 
science  at  Queen's  and  in  1938  was  the  unanimous 
choice  for  the  honorary  position  as  rector. 


Dr.  I  Cordon  Bogart,  Med  '01,  died  at  his 
Kingston  home  January  12,  1941.  Born  1868,  he 
studied  Medicine  at  Queen's  and,  after  graduation, 
did  further  work  in  London,  Edinburgh,  Chicago  and 
Philadelphia  as  well  as  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  and 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital 

He  joined  the  Medical  Faculty  in  1904  and  con¬ 
tinued,  with  a  seven-year  break  from  1912-1919, 
until  1935,  when  he  retired. 


Elected  to  Parliament  in  1936,  he  became 
Minister  of  Labor,  which  position  he  ably  held  until 
he  was  promoted  to  Minister  of  National  Defence 
in  September  of  1939. 


The  tragic  accident  at  Newtonville,  Ontario, 
occurred  while  Mr  Rogers  was  flying  from  Ottawa 
to  address  a  gathering  at  Toronto. 
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On  January  21st,  1941,  after  a  brief  illness, 
"Cappy"  passea  away  As  a  graduate  of  Cambridge, 
he  came  to  Canada  in  1912  to  continue  his  min¬ 
istry  with  the  church  The  Great  War  saw  him  in 
service  overseas  as  chaplain  Returning  to  Canada, 
he  carried  on  until  1922  as  clergyman  and  lecturer 
at  Queen's  From  1922  to  1932  his  mimstr\  toot 
him  from  Queen's  to  various  Ontario  towns 

Since  1932  he  had  served  Queen's  as  lecturer 
in  physics  and  mathematics  As  leader  of  the 
Students'  Forum,  and  familiar  figure  about  the 
Union,  he  was  popular  with  the  student  body  He 
enjoyed  the  confidence  of  many  undergraduates 
and  his  advice  was  eagerly  sought 


John  Clifford  Parry  was  a  fifth-year  medical 
student  who  entered  Queen's  from  Parkdale  Colle¬ 
giate,  Toronto  His  gentlemanly  qualities  made  him 
very  popular  among  his  fellow  students,  who  elected 
him  secretary  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  last  fall 
Though  an  intercollegiate  miler  and  harrier, 
wrestler,  debater,  journalist,  minicamateur,  and 
Aesculapian,  John  still  found  time  to  win  scholar¬ 
ships 

His  deoth  on  December  12th,  1940,  leaves  a 
place  ot  Queen's  and  in  the  medical  profession 
that  will  be  hord  to  fill  All  who  knew  him  regret 
his  passing

Green  as  was  the  freshman  class  way  back  in  '38, 
and  disorganized  and  bewildered  as  all  freshman 
groups  are,  the  independence  and  downright  stub- 
borness  of  us  freshman  must  have  been  very  galling 
to  our  earnest  sophomores.  For  not  even  Al  Brady  and 
his  henchman  could  keep  some  of  the  more  effer¬

As  a  matter  of  history  the  Universities  both  on  this  continent  and  in  the  older  lands 
have  been  the  children  of  the  Christian  Church.  It  is  not  otherwise  with  Queen's.  She 
was  founded  by  a  church  and  had  as  one, though  not  the  only  one,  of  her  tasks  the 
training  of  ministers.  She  has  expanded  far  beyond  the  dreams  of  her  founders,  but 
has  always  retained  the  marks  of  her  origin.  For  a  hundred  years  a  steady,  though  not 
a  large  stream  of  trained  Christian  men  has  gone  out  from  her  to  enrich  the  Christian 
leadership  of  the  community.  This  year  ten  graduates  go  out  to  this  work,  the  largest 
number  for  many  years  They  have  already  given  a  good  account  of  themselves  in 
University  and  College  work,  and  in  practical  service  on  different  mission  fields  of  the 
Church  We  send  them  out  in  confidence  that  they  will  be  a  credit  to  their  Alma 
Mater  and  a  noble  addition  to  the  forces  which  made  for  righteousness.  They  go  out 
in  difficult  days;  but  when  men  of  the  future  look  back  on  these  times  they  will  see 
how  courage  and  faith  rose  high  to  meet  deadly  menace.

The  Service  Control  Committee,  an  active  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Engineering  Society  supervises  the 
management  of  the  Technical  Supplies  and  the 
publication  of  the  "Proceedings  of  the  Engineering 
Society";  from  the  profits  of  the  business  it  makes 
the  major  contribution  towards  the  maintenance  of 
the  University  Employment  Service. 

The  policy  of  the  Technical  Supplies  has  been  to 
share  its  profits  with  the  student  body  by  granting  a 
discount  on  purchases.  In  spite  of  war  taxes  and  an 


increase  in  exchange  rates,  this  policy  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  for  the  past  two  years  at  a  reduced  rate  of 
discount,  but  it  is  expected  that  no  coupons  will  be 
given  after  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

A  short  time  ago  this  Committee  published  a  book 
on  "Hydraulics",  written  by  Prof  D.  S.  Ellis  and  sold 
exclusively  by  the  Technical  Supplies  at  slightly  above 
cost.  Already  it  has  received  the  approval  of  the 
students  taking  this  course  as  it  is  well  written  and 
is  the  only  text  of  its  kind  available.

Kingston  His  eminent  and  brilliant 
practice  brought  him  international  fame  as  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  eye, 
ear,  nose  and  throat  Although  he  had  every  right  to  claim  to  be  a  master  in  his 
profession,  he  never  ceased  to  be  a  student  During  his  career  he  made  frequent 
trips  to  Europe  in  order  that  he  might  study  at  first  hand  new  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  new  ideas  in  his  chosen  field. 

He  was  a  keen  sportsman  and  often  accompanied  Queen's  teams  on  their 
out-of-town  trips.  It  was  while  on  such  a  trip  that  he  was  fatally  stricken. 

As  Associate  Professor  of  Opthalmology,  Dr  O'Connor  was  specially  respected 
and  loved  by  his  students  because  with  them  he,  too,  was  a  student. 

The  medical  profession  lost  a  member  of  international  fame,  but  the  memory 
of  the  late  C  E.  O'Connor  will  continue  to  live  long  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
the  many  thousands  who  benefited  by  his  great  skill.

FOREWORD 


This  year  at  Queen's  has  been  one  cf  many  changes  in  the  lives  of  the  students,  with 
athletic  activities  a  controversial  point  in  the  curriculum  rearrangements  ever  since  the 
opening  of  the  term. 

The  cancellation  of  intercollegiate  meetings  between  university  teams  was  a  big  dis¬ 
appointment  to  men  and  women  who  looked  forward  to  the  old  thrills  of  seeing  Queen's  spirit 
embodied  on  the  playing  field  once  again;  but  there  have  been  compensations  too.  We 
have  had  our  representatives  in  football,  hockey,  and  basketball,  and  though  the  student 
body  as  a  whole  has  not  been  privileged  in  some  cases  to  be  spectators  at  the  local  games 
where  our  teams  have  competed,  we  do  know  and  feel  that  the  Tricolor  flies  as  high  as  ever 
in  the  athletic  world. 

In  place  of  the  big  weekends  and  cheering  crowds,  we  have  made  a  definite  effort  to 
get  every  man  and  woman  at  Queen's  taking  part  in  some  athletic  endeavor,  whether  it  be 
such  contact  sports  as  football  or  such  recreative  activity  as  golf  or  table  tennis.
